While official Washington wran- 
gles over the tax burden and possible 
methods of retrenchment, the Gov- 
ernment shows no signs of reducing 
its costliest feature 

That is the long, long payroll 
composed of public jobholders. 

During the month of March, for 
example, while economy discussion 
erowded the news columns, the Ex- 
ecutive branch jumped its payroll 
by 2860 employes—reaching a total 
on March 31, of approximately 
830,000. 


That’s bigger than the population 
of at least ten of our states. And 
it doesn’t include employes of the 
legislative, military, or judicial 
branches of the Federal] government. 


Their inclusion would raise still 
higher the total of Federal job- 
holders—all paid regularly out of 
public funds charged against the 
American worker and earner. 

For March, alone, according to 
official! reports, the bill exceeded 
$128,000,000. 

Naturally the public asks why, 
with so much talk of economy, 
something isn’t done to lighten thi 
particular burden. 

Nor is the public alone 
a.

deusroviled a “plan of reareanination 
which, by eliminating some excess 
burezus and merging others, could 
assure real progress 
and economic administration of our 
national affairs. 

But so far as Congress itself is 
co «°rned, there has been little, if 
any, action on this proposal. 


Independent studies have approved 
the plan. A committee of Senate 
members recommends it. The public 
demands economy. Apparently only 
the beneficiaries of Bureaucracy 
themselves are opposed. 


Whatever program of retrench- 
ment may ultimately be adopted— 
whether it follows this or some other . 
practical plan--the time has defi- | 
nitely come for Congress to stop 
talking economy and to act instead.

Gross Sales of Citrus and Deciduous Products Total Over 
$131,060,000 in 1936, an Increase of 27 Per Cent Dur- 
ing Last Three Years, Annual Report of American 
Fruit and Produce Auction Association Shows. 


“California led the fruit growing 
states in total carload shipments 
handled by auction markets in 1936, 
with 48,403 cars. This included 22,- 
339 carloads of oranges, 9,066 cars 
of lemons, 253 carloads of grape- 
fruit, 42 cars of mixed citrus and 
16,703 cars of other fruits. 


“Florida ranked second with a to- 


tal of 23,312 carloads, including 12,- | 


575 cars of oranges, 6,106 cars of 


grapefruit, 2,032 cars of tangerines 
and 2,599 cars of mixed citrus fruit. 


Texas Becomes Factor. 


‘Texas which in recent years has 
been growing in importance as a 
citrus producing region, shipped 1,- 
605 carloads of citrus fruits for sale 
throvgh the auction markets in 1936, 
of which 1,175 represented grape- 
fruit, 329 were oranges and 101 were 
mixed citrus fruit. 


“Oregon and Washington com- 
bined, shipped 5,426 carloads of ap- 
ples. Arizona accounted for 263 cars 
of grapefruit. Shipment of citrus 
from other areas, including Ala- 
bama and Louisiana, totaled 553. 
Cuba and Puerto Rico shipped 2,- 
218 cars of pineapples. Shipments 
of other fruits amounted to 13,652 
carloads.’
